Years of experience have madfl the 


counters who have been long employed 
mavelously expert and most iufalliablo, 
their fingers passing from ono note to 
another with the celerity and regularity 
of 8omo wonderful uiiehinu. The ludy 
who sits nourentto the cheif of the room, 
and who hot coruo to bo conBidered a 
sort of assistant to him, having some* 
times performed his duties iluriu^ his 
absence, ha* been engaged in tho divis- 
ion ever since it« 6rguniiation in 1802, 
and probably has no rival in accuracy 
and dextelity ID counting 
On many 


occasions she bus counted fifty thousand 
notes per day. 
As tlio nominal hours 


of labor are from nine to three o'clock, 
nnd at least half an hour must be de- 
ducted from this for necessary inter- 
ruptions and for lunch, and the time 
occupied in folding these fifty thousand 
notes was five and a half hours. This 
is at the rato of nine thousand and 
ninety per hour, ono hundred nnd fifty 
per minute, and two and a half every 
second ! The lady informs us that it is 
no unusual feat for her to "pick up" a 
bundlo containing four thousand legal 
tender notes In twenty minutes 1 We 
doubt whether this ;an bo excelled.

There aio other Indies who are 


They 
are sometimes called upon, with others 
equally skilled irom tho redemption di- 
vision (which we shall visit presently), 
to visit other cities, when tho Treasury 
offices in those places arc to bo examined, 
and to assist in counting the govern- 
ment funds there, 


Through this division and under 


these skillful fingers) has passed every 
note, whether legal tonder or fractional,
